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Shake the Big Stick 


The vehement demand by the Journal 
newspaper for an immediate closing out 
of the “industrial pocket” on 142 street and 
ite attempt to teach Town Planner Noel 
Dant the fundamentals of town planning 
@onstitute a piece of peremptory arrogance 
seldom seen in respectable journalism. 

The overall plan formulated by Mr. 
Dant to deal with railway trackage in this 
area, that should be devoted to residential 
purposes, embraces the eventual move- 
ment of the present “Y” to a point con- 
siderably northward of the present loca- 
tion. 

This suggestion is already before the 
CNR and is being considered by higher 
officials. 

The shifting of the “Y" is of much 
greater eventual importance than the 
clearing out of the spur line to the “indus- 
trial pocket” and Mr. Dant does exceed- 
ingly well to indulge in no spectacular 
bludgeoning of the railway company on 
the spur line matter when the larger issue 
is under consideration. 

The Journal's proposal is that the “ine 
dustrial pocket”, established as a matter 
of wartime expediency, should be immedi- 
ately closed out and the spur line, theres 
fore, made unprofitable. 

Mr. Dant’s propos 
dustrial pocket” should be close 
a period of two or three years so that 
investors in that industrial property will 
experience minimum loss, Meanwhile, he

His plan is essentially reasonable, 
moderate and well-considered, 

On the other hand, the Journal merely 
shakes the big stick. “Don’t get in our 
way”, the Journal says in effect, “or we'll 
throw you out”. 

The half million dollars invested in this 
“industrial pocket” is not a tremendous 
sum as industrial investments go. But 
Edmonton’s chances of attracting other 
industrial money would be definitely mini- 
mized by such a callous and stupid dis- 
regard for the industrial investment cone 
cerned here. 

The Journal newspaper bluntly calls 
Mr. Daut wrong in his town planning de- 
tails, It is always the prerogative of the 
fool and, indeed, an advertisement of his 
condition, to blunder in and call the 

“experts wrong. 

There is, of course, a rather more 
hidden purpose behind the Journal’s 
“lustering attacks on Mr. Dant and upon 
Von sioner Menzies. 

Messrs. Dant anf Menzies support the 
Miracle Mile plan. Therefore Messrs. Dant 
and Menzies must be shouted down on 
every possible occasion. 

The purge of Miracle Mile supporters 
must go on even though the Journal has to 
display an abysmal ignorance of the facts 
to accomplish it. 


Slightly Hasty Police Action 


There can be no possible excuse for 
the throwing of pop bottles at the football 
game on Sati which resulted in 
certain casualties among the spectators, 

At the same time, there is no possible 
excuse for the arrest and jailing of two 
university students who indulged in the 
time-honored attempt to pull down the 
goal posts of the conquered team. 

As a matter of fact, the Edmonton 
team gave such a dismal exhibition Satur- 
day night that a good many football fans 
are still wondering why the bored specta- 
tors didn’t pull the whole grandstand 
down. 

But there was nothing rowdy about 
the attack on the goal posts. The attackers 
desisted when they were ordered to do so.

Beyond the bottle-throwing incident, which 
was bad, the students behaved in an exem- 
plary manner and their display of floats 
enlivened an intermission which, at times, 
has been deadly dull and tediously cone 
versational.

Senseless Hazards for Children 


It is a strange thing that city officials 
who clamor so loudly about open excava- 
tions on private property are not able to 
devise some means of protecting open 
excavations on city property. 

Certainly the city should take some 
action in the case of little two-year-old 
Linda Blackwell who rode her tricycle 
into a ten-foot watermain ditch on 123 
street Sunday morning. 

Neighbors testify that this ditch was 
not adequately protected and they have 
feared for the safety of their children since 
it has been opened. 

The contracting company says it was 
properly protected. 

One can understand how a child, climb- 
ing a barricade, could fall into a ditch. One 
cannot understand how a child, riding a 
tricycle, could tumble into a ditch if it 
was properly guarded. 


ODDS AND ENDS 


There is far too much of this construc- 
tion carelessness. 

No one can expect small children to be 
tied to a fence or confined to a room while 
public works are going on. 

The city has raised quite a fuss about 
these unguarded holes where houses are 
under construction. And the city has been 
justified in raising that fuss, There is no 
slightest excuse for carelessness anywhere 
where children’s lives are concerned, 

But the city has less excuse than any- 
one else.

Longmores Find 
Rural Life Happy 


The small country home of 
John Longmore on the lovely 
north coast of Maine, which I've 
been writing about as a kind of 
glimpse into the lives of Ameri- 
cans, is a happy place. Much of 
the credit for that rests with 
Dorothy Longmore, 

Dorothy was brought up in 
Springfield, studied the piano 
with a view to a concert career, 
but had to abandon her ambition 
as she became increasingly near- 
sighted. When her mother was 
widowed, Dorothy went to work 
in the head office of the Massa- 
chusetts Mutual Life Association. 

Working a few offices down 4 
corridor from Dorothy's was John 
Longmore (he was in Annuity, 
she in Policy), Their romance 
did not begin as an office affair, 
however, but through music. 
John lived in a boarding house 
next door to Dorothy, and often 
éhe would hear him playing the 
violin in his room 


Self-Taught 
On Violin 

John has played since he was 
{in short pants. His grandfather 
had been one ot Maine's best 
country fiddlers and John inheri- 
ted his violin, an instrument with 
@ high, clear pitch, suited to the 
acoustics of barns, and which 
John called “Dinah.” 

At the age of 11 he sent away 
to Sears-Roebuck for a finger- 
board chart which he pasted on 
the violin and taught himself to 
play. 

The fiddle had gone with him 
to Springfieid. When he was 
lonely for Maine and the coun- 
try, which was nearly all the 
time, he would go up to his room 
and play sad songs. 

One day Dorothy saw the young 
man walking by, and instead of 
the usual formal nod, she spoke 
to John, “I said I'd heard him 
playing and I thought it was very 
pretty,” Dorothy recalls now.

All their complacent suburban 
life disappeared with John's deci- 
sion.

“It was two long years before 
we were ready to move in,” she 
said. “John taught at the school 
and worked ai anything he could 
find.

And High Prices 


I overheard some housewives 
talking the other day about a 
threatened rise in the price of 
milk. One mother, who has strap- 
ping teen-age boys in her house, 
has been buying four quarts of 
milk per day, She has made a vow 
that she will cut down to two 
quarts per day if milk prices 
are boosted again.

Of Coffee 

Take coffee which is now sell- 
Ing for $1 to $1.05 per pound. 
Prices of coffee have more than 
doubled in Brazil and other great 
producing countries since June, 
1949. The reason for this, we are 
informed by experts, is “the law 
of supply and demand.” 

The current crop of cheap 
grade coffee in Brazil is about 
2,750,000 bags instead of the old 
average—about 5,000,000 bags

mand 

At this very moment Brazil has 
In storage six milllon bags of 
“surplus” coffee. Even in the

“Well, I sold all my tickets and 
we made $56. The Mothers’ Club 
began to grow and we got a new 
school bus. I began to feel that 
I belonged.” 

Doroth is convinced that the 
children live happier lives in the 
country than they do in the city. 
“They've come to have personal- 
ities of their own,” she says. “In 
the city everything is standard- 
ized—the clothes, the talk, every- 
thing. Children are cut to a pat 
tern. Here in the country they de 
velop more as individuals.”
